The presidents trial 
wraps up as expected 
with sharply partisan 
votes in his favor

of hearings, in- 
vestigations and 
revelations 
about President 
Donald Trump’s 
dealings with Ukraine, a di- 
vided U.S. Senate acquitted 
him Wednesday of charges 
that he abused his power 
and obstructed Congress to 
aid his own reelection, bring- 
ing an acrimonious impeach- 
ment trial to its expected 
end. 

In a pair of votes whose 
outcome was never in doubt, 
the Senate fell well short of 
the two-thirds margin that 
would have been needed to 
remove the 45th president. 
The verdicts came down — 
after three weeks of debate 
— almost entirely along 
party lines, with every Dem- 
ocrat voting “guilty” on both 
charges and Republicans 
uniformly voting “not guilty”
